Russian Moon Given 


Several Months 


O f Life In Space 


WASHINGTON (/P — A top 
American 
satellite 
specialist 
predicts the U.S. baby moon 
will stay aloft “for a cou ple of 
y ears,” if it is fired into its 
planned orbit. 
At the same time, Dr. Fred 
L. Whipple estimated in Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., last night that 
it wou ld be months before the 
Ru ssian satellite drops back to 
earth. 


DATA CENTER 
Whipple is director of the 
Smithsonian Astrophy sical Ob­ 
serv atory at Cambridge, where 
information from American ob­ 
serv ations 
of 
the 
Ru ssian 
sphere 
is 
being 
assembled 
and analy zed. 
Dr. John P. Hagen, director 
of the U.S. satellite program, 
said Satu rday night that scien­ 
tists at the U.S. Nav al Research 
Laboratory here ex pect the 
Ru ssian moonlet to stay in ou t­ 
er space “for at least a y ear.” 
Whipple said officials at the 
Smithsonian Observ atory be­ 
liev e the Sov iet satellite, which 
has been whirling arou nd the 
globe since it was lau nched 
Oct. 4. will serv e as an ex ­ 
tremely v alu able “dry ru n” for 
operations when the U.S. satel­ 
lite is lau nched. 


U.S. PLANS 
The United States, according 
to present plans, will fire some 
small test spheres in Decem­ 
ber. with the lau nching of fu lly 
instru mented satellites ex pect­ 
ed to start in March. 
Du ring the weekend, state­ 
ments by some American scien­ 
tists and by the Moscow radio 
agreed that the rocket that 
carried the Sov iet sphere into 
the heav ens is trav eling rou gh­ 
ly three minu tes ahead of the 
satellite. The spent rocket is 
speeding arou nd the world in 
its own orbit. 
ROCKET TRIP 
Whipple said the rocket is 
circling the earth once ev ery 
9 5.8 
minu tes. 
He 
said 
the 
rocket’s life span now is esti­ 
mated at a cou ple of months. 
A spokesman at the Nav al 
Research Laboratory said y es­ 
terday “I rather think we’ll 
learn more for a while from 
observ ing the rocket rather 
than the satellite itself.” 


ITS FALL STUDIED 
He said ex perts at the lab 
know the rocket is losing alti­ 
tu de, bu t do not y et know 
when it will fall toward the 
earth. 
Technicians working to de­ 
v elop long range ballistic mis­ 
siles will be interested in what 
becomes of the rocket and sat­ 
ellite when they fall. 
While 
American 
ex perts 
hav e been u sing both radio and 
v isu al aids in tracking the sat­ 
ellite itself, they mu st rely 
on their ey es, telescopes and 
cameras to gather information 
abou t the rocket which has no 
transmission equ ipment.

U. S. aircraft companies are 
dev eloping passenger-carry ing 
space satellites fitted with tele­ 
v ision and photographic equ ip­ 
ment for reconnaissance, Av ia­ 
tion Week magazine reports.

WASHINGTON IW — Sen. 
William F. Knowland (R-Calif) 
say s this cou ntry might hav e 
won the satellite race if money 
spent in prev iou s y ears on for­ 
eign aid had been channeled 
into the satellite and missiles 
program. 
Referring to money spent by 
this and prev iou s administra­ 
tions 
in 
su pply ing 
military 
equ ipment to su ch cou ntries as 
Yu goslav ia, the Senate minor­ 
ity leader said that Congress 
at its nex t session shou ld re­ 
appraise the foreign aid pro­ 
gram. 
Knowland said Ru ssia’s su c­ 
cessfu l lau nching of its Spu t­ 
nik did not necessarily mean 
that the United States is be­ 
hind “in all fields.” He said he 
believ ed President Eisenhower 
was “fu lly alert” to the prob­ 
lems raised by the Sov iet v en­ 
tu re into space. 
In a telev ision interv iew y es­ 
terday Knowland called for a 
bipartisan rev iew of the U.S. 
defense program. The respon­ 
sibility for the adv antage gain­ 
ed by the Ru ssians, he said, 
wou ld hav e to be shared by 
both parties. He pointed ou t 
that

Democrat - controlled 
Hou se made “deep cu ts” in the 
bu dget. Bu t he said defense is 
an “American problem” and 
there is “too mu ch at stake” 
for a partisan appioach.

were hard hit by the Red gov ­ 
ernment’s su rprise order y es­ 
terday to tu rn in the old cu r­ 
rency for a new issu e.

Karl Marx had a notion that charity 
as practiced in what he called the bou r­ 
geois society was, like religion, an opi­ 
ate. 
Marx nev er encou ntered any thing bu t 
disorganized religiou s charity , or the oc­ 
casional largesse of a landed Eu ropean. 
The so-called commu nist societies hav e 
been compelled to swallow him, and 
they sniff at charity as we know' it as 
“ u nscientific.” 
They hav e su bstitu ted for it a sort of 
barracks care for both distress and rec­ 
reation in their society . 
Not many y ears ago, howev er, ou r 
W estern charity was still disorganized, 
inequ itable 
and 
highly 
competitiv e. 
Many worthy organizations were poor, 
and some with less ex tended need had 
abu ndance. 
Ou t of this situ ation grew the United 
Cru sades, an attempt to giv e charity

proportion and continu ity . The aim was 
the big annu al driv e, instead of many 
periodic driv es. If there was any stress 
in the general philosophy of the Cru ­ 
sades, it related to the family and chil­ 
dren. 
The first Cru sades were faltering, and 
were confined to one city . Bu t planned 
distribu tion was immediately seen to be 
a solu tion for many hitherto u nsolv ed 
problems in care of the u nderpriv ileged. 
The United Cru sades soon gained in 
efficiency , and in low u nit cost of col­ 
lection and distribu tion of fu nds. Bu t 
this su ccess was fu rther ex panded when 
it was acknowledged that organization 
for distress went bey ond political bou nd­ 
aries.* Hence in 19 55 the whole Bay 
Area commu nity was incorporated in 
one driv e and one administration. 
Fiv e cou nties, inclu ding Marin, are 
now in the organization. There is no 
su bstitu te for this administration hav ing 
256 cau ses in the Bay area. Marin cou n­ 
ty does not y et hav e all the serv ices, bu t 
they w'ill be added as the cou nty grows. 
Marin Chapter of Red Cross is partici­ 
pating for the first time this y ear. 
The time has come to giv e! The hou se- 
to-hou se driv e begins today and will con­ 
tinu e throu ghou t October.

NEW YORK W—Consu m­ 
ers 
are 
borrowing 
larger 
su ms and for different rea­ 
sons than a few y ears back. 
They borrow for a longer 
time and delinqu encies are 
rising slightly . On the other 
hand, there is a trend in some 
areas toward pay ing off the 
loans ahead of schedu le. 
These are findings of small 
loan companies across the na­ 
tion. They deal with some 10 
million families a y ear for a 
total of abou t fiv e blilion 
dollars. 
Their reports jibe with the 
findings of the Federal Re­ 
serv e Board on the total v ol­ 
u me of personal loans, the 
kind made by these compa­ 
nies and by other financial 
firms. The board’s figu res pu t 
personal loans at 734 billion 
dollars, 
almost 
one 
billion 
abov e the total a y ear ago. 
The National Consu mer Fi­ 
nance Assn. qu eried top men 
in 26 of its member compa­ 
nies in 17 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia on changes 
in the last few hou rs. All re­ 
port a shift of emphasis from 
emergency or remedial bor­ 
rowing 
to 
conv enience 
or 
better liv ing borrowing. 
A small loan ex ecu tiv e in 
Phoenix . 
Ariz., 
reports 
an 
“increased u se of consu mer 
loans for bu y ing goods and 
serv ices 
to 
improv e 
liv ing 
standards or to make life 
more satisfy ing and enjoy ­ 
able.” 
In Portsmou th, Va , an ex ­ 
ecu tiv e reports 4 0 per cent of 
the loans are for pay ments on 
hou se lots and home appli­ 
ances.

PARIS—It takes no great 
jou rnalistic instinct to land in 
Paris when a French gov ern­ 
ment has fallen and another 
is in process of being patched 
together. 
It can happen any week 
and it is happening now at 
the worst possible time (war 
in Algeria) and u nder the 
worst possible circu mstances 
(ru naway prices and a weak 
franc). 
Twenty -three gov ernments 
hav e gone in and ou t of the 
rev olv ing door of the Nation­ 
al Assembly since the end of 
the war. One lasted two day s, 
another fiv e weeks, another 
six weeks. The life-span of 
only two French gov ernments 
has ex ceeded one y ear—and 
then not by mu ch. 


THIS CAN’T GO on for­ 
ev er. It may well be that it 
can’t go on for v ery mu ch 
of the franc, and at the bleak, 
bitter end of the road . . . 
longer withou t the grav est 
economic and political con­ 
sequ ences — a 
deteriorating 
economy , fu rther dev alu ation 
resort to some form of au ­ 
thoritarian 
d i c t a t o r s h i p 
whether from the Gau llist 
right or the Commu nist left. 
This is not an attractiv e 
sight nor an attractiv e pros­ 
pect, either for France or for 
Eu rope or for the free world. 
Bu t it will go away only if 
something adequ ate is done 
abou t it in time. 


THUS FAR nothing bu t po­ 
litical patch-work is in the 
making. You find some depu ­ 
ties and occasionally a news­ 
paper talking abou f bold con­ 
stitu tional reform, su ch as 
establishing a gov ernment of

Bu t this is u nrealistic talk 
designed to focu s attention 
u pon what won’t be done and 
thu s to keep from doing any ­ 
thing at all.

THERE IS, I believ e, one 
modest, u sefu l constitu tional 
reform which wou ld go a 
long 
way 
toward 
creating 
more stable and more du ra­ 
ble French gov ernments. 


Du ring the y ears o f the 
Weimar 
Repu blic 
in 
tho 
twenties, the German gov ern­ 
ments were as weak and re­ 
v olv ing as the French g o v ­ 
ernments hav e been du ring 
the pa st 11 y ears. When the 
Bonn constitu tion was being 
drafted the Germans were 
determined 
to 
av oid 
this 
griev ou s effect. They hit u pon 
a simple and effectiv e dev ice. 
It is this: 


UNDER THE G E R M A N 
constitu tion the parties in the 
Bu ndestag cannot ov erthrow 
the chancellor u nless they 
are able simu ltaneou sly to 
agree u pon a su ccessor. 
In a word, there can be 
no su ccessfu l negativ e v ote 
against one chancellor u nless 
there is a positiv e v ote to 
su pport another.

SACRAMENTO (IP)—Charles 
G. (Gus) Johnson, former state 
treasurer, died today at Sutter 
Hospital after a brief illness. 
He was 77. 
Death came to the former 
high state official at 6:45 a.m. 
three days after he suffered a 
stroke at his home. He lapsed 
into a coma at that time and 
did not regain consciousness. 
Johnson resigned as state 
treasurer last Nov. 1 after 34 
years in office. At the time a 
legislative 
investigation

being conducted into his activi­ 
ties.

Johnson was accused by a 
legislative committee of failing 
to repay some $101,500 in per­ 
sonal and business loans owed 
to banks with whom he had de­ 
posited state funds.

for his private mining ven­ 
tures. 
‘INFLUENCE PEDDLING’

the unpaid loans, and said he 
was unfit for the job. 
John­ 
son’s attorney said the charges 
were “wild claims.” Johnson 
declared he was “clean as a 
whistle.”

WASHINGTON (B — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, pictured as 
feeling fine, observed his 67th 
birthday today and expressed 
warm thanks for gifts and best 
wishes. 


The anniversary finds per­ 
haps more controversy swirling 
about Eisenhower than at any 
time since he became President 
in 1953. But this was the day 
for temporarily setting aside 
domestic 
and 
international 
troubles alike to make way for 
happy birthday salutes. 


One of the first came from 
the White House employees 
who had a huge bouquet of 
67 red roses in his office 
when the President arrived 
there this morning.

President 
planned a 
quiet birthday observance.

Only one formal tribute was 
announced in advance—a late 
afternoon White House call by 
a delegation of several hun­ 
dred Republican party fund 
raisers. That group arranged 
to present a cake. 
There were sure to be sur­ 
prise tributes too, and the 
greetings that arrive annually 
by mail and telegram. 
Eisenhower booked one con­ 
ference that could amount to 
a review of the nation's econ­ 
omy. 
For that session, he called in 
Secretary of the Treasury-Rob­ 
ert Anderson; William McChes- 
ney Martin, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, and 
Raymond J. Saulnier, chairman 
of the Presidential Council of 
Economic Advisers. 
Eisenhower also arranged 


another meeting with tht 
new secretary of defense, 
Neil McElroy. That confer* 
again with the nation's 1,590- 
mile 
and 
intercontinental 
ballistic missiles programs 
and the jump Russia is claim­ 
ing in the missiles field gen­ 
erally. 
Those Soviet claims — ant 
Russia’s spectacular launching 
of an earth satellite—have ad<£ 
ed to the controversy envelop 
ing Eisenhower and his admit* 
istration in the foreign policj 
and national defense field.

16 Marines

Some of them say they have 
been victimized by “cry baby” 
complaints, but express bitter­ 
ness that they were not backed 
up by their officers. Most said 
they are through with their 
Marine careers when their en­ 
listments are up. 
Reporting the charges today, 
the Nevy said the 16 face court- 
martial on from 3 to 82 counts. 
LIST OF COMPLAINTS 
An investigation record sign­ 
ed by the Marines’ own com­ 
manding officer accuses the 
Marine guards of assaulting 
two prisoners with a bayonet, 
ordering a prison to have a 
bowel movement in front of 
others and igniting lighter fluid 
under him, ordering a man to 
wash his face in a toilet, push­ 
ing a pencil up a prisoner's 
nose, burning a prisoner with 
cigarette ashes, plucking hairs 
from 
one 
man’s 
mustache, 
wetting men down with hoses 
and a fire extinguisher, threat­ 
ening prisoners with a shotgun 
and pistols, ordering one to act 
like a dog and bite other per­ 
sonnel and numerous cases of 
slapping, punching and kick­ 
ing. 
Testimony and statements 
from 27 sailors and four Mar­ 
ines—including one of the men 
charged who also served time 
as a prisoner—led to charges 
being signed Sept. 12 by Maj. 
Haskell C. Baker of Atlanta, 
Ga., Marine commander at the 
south Japan base. 
BELIEVED TRUE 
Baker gave his opinion in a 
w'ritten report “that all the in­ 
cidents reported as finding did, 
in fact, occur.” 
Among the accused Marines 
are: Sgt. Maurice J. Beeson, 22, 
Palo Alto, Calif, and Pfc.

She received heads of Com­ 
monwealth and foreign diplo­ 
matic missions and their wives 
at Government House, official 
residence of Governor General 
Vincent Massey and home of 
the royal couple during their 
four days in Canada. 
CEREMONIAL DRIVE 
Then came the ceremonial 
25-minute drive, in the state 
carriage—a landau drawn by 
four horses — to Parliament 
Hill. 
The Queen’s speech from the 
throne in the senate chambers 
was scheduled for 3:15 p.m. 
(EDT) and was to be delivered 
first in English and then in 
French. 
O p e n i n g of Parliament, 
which this year falls on Can­ 
ada’s Thanksgiving Day, calls 
for full dress for all. A govern­ 
ment booklet on “ceremonial 
procedure” decreed “evening 


dress and decorations” for the 
ladies; uniforfn with swords 
and medals, or morning coat 
and decorations for the men. 


Prince Philip wore the uni­ 
form of the admiral of the 
fleet, with the Order of the 
Garter, blue sash and star, and 
his service medals.

WASHINGTON (ft — A top 
American 
satellite 
specialist 
predicts the U.S. baby moon 
will stay aloft “for a couple of 
years.” if- it is fired into its 
planned orbit. 
At the same time, Dr. Fred 
L. Whipple estimated in Cam­ 
bridge, Mass., last night that 
it would be months before the 
Russian satellite drops back to 
earth. 


DATA CENTER 
Whipple is director of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob­ 
servatory at Cambridge, where 
information from American ob­

Dr. John P. Hagen, director 
of the U.S. satellite program, 
said Saturday night that scien­ 
tists at the U.S. Naval Research

Russian moonlet to stay in out­ 
er space “for at least a year.” 
Whipple said officials at the 
Smithsonian Observatory 
be­ 
lieve the Soviet satellite, which 
has been whirling around the 
globe since it was launched 
Oct. 4. will serve as an ex­ 
tremely valuable “dry ru n ” for 
operations when the U.S. satel­ 
lite is launched. 


U.S. PLANS 
The United States, according 
to present plans, will fire some 
small test spheres in Decem­ 
ber, with the launching of fully 
instrum ented satellites expect­ 
ed to start in March. 
During the weekend, state­ 
ments by some American scien­ 
tists and by the Moscow radio 
agreed that the rocket that 
carried the Soviet sphere into 
the heavens is traveling rough­ 
ly three minutes ahead of the 
satellite. The spent rocket is 
speeding around the world in 
its own orbit. 


ROCKET TRIP 
Whipple said the rocket is 
circling the earth once every

rocket’s life span now is esti­ 
mated at a couple of months. 
A spokesman at the Naval 
Research Laboratory said yes­

ITS FALL STUDIED 
He sa!d experts at the lab 
know the rocket Is losing alti­ 
tude, but do not yet know 
when it will fall toward the 
earth. 
Technicians working to de­ 
velop long range ballistic mis­ 
siles will he interested in what 
becomes of the rocket and sat­ 
ellite when they fall.

have been using both radio and 
visual aids in tracking the sat­ 
ellite itself, they must rely 
on their eyes, telescopes and 
cameras to gather information 
about the rocket which has no 
transmission equipment.

Knowland Blames 
U.S. Satellite Lag 
On Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (IF — Sen. 
William F. Knowland (R-Calif) 
says this country might have 
won the satellite race if money 
spent in previous years on for­ 
eign aid had been channeled 
into the satellite and missiles 
program. 
Referring to money spent by

The respon­ 
sibility for the advantage gain­ 
ed by the Russians, he said, 
would have to be shared by 
both parties. He pointed out 
that

Democrat - controlled 
House made “deep cuts” in the 
budget. But he said defense is 
an “American problem ” and 
there is “too much at stake’’ 
for a partisan approach. 


INFLATION BRAKE 
West German experts esti­ 
mated that the Communists 
would mop up around a bil­ 
lion of the estimated five bil­ 
lion marks hoarded or in cir­ 
culation. Allied officials said 
the East German regime ap­ 
parently hoped this would put 
a brake on the steady inflation 
plaguing the Red economy.

Listen To Nixon For Tip 
On What Knowland Plans 


Now that the waiting is over and both 
Goodwin Knight and William Knowland 
are announced candidates for governor, 
a new question arises: 
What will the 
third member of California GOP s Big 
Three do about it? 
The man who can answer this ques­ 
tion best flies into San Francisco tomor­ 
row. Vice President Richard Nixon is 
due in the Bay Area to make a speech 
tomorrow night and tentatively has set 
up a press conference the following 
morning. All Californians want to know: 
Will he back Knowland? 
Knight? 
Stay neutral? 
The vice president probably won t 
answer the questions directly. But from 
some of his commentsmiay emerge the 
first real indication as to his plans. 
Nixon probably won’t back Knight. 
He clearly remembers the way the gov- 


ernor snubbed him at the 1956 GOP con­ 
vention in San Francisco. On the other 
hand, if he supports Knowland he may 
be building strength for a man promin­ 
ently mentioned as his own opponent 
for the GOP nomination for president in 
1960. Therefore, although Nixon may 
vote for Knowland, as he has been 
quoted as saying he would, the vice pres­ 
ident might well not actively campaign 
for him. 


This leads to about the only solid con­ 
clusion available. If Nixon should come 
out strongly for Knowland, it undoubt­ 
edly would be a tipoff that there is an 
agreement Knowland will not seek the 
presidency in I960. 


So keep your eyes open for the next 
chapter of the great California political 
story. 


Marx Didn't Understand Charity

Karl Marx had a notion that charity 
as practiced in what he called the bour­ 
geois society was, like religion, an opi­ 
ate. 
Marx never encountered anything but 
disorganized religious charity, or the oc­ 
casional largesse of a landed European. 
The so-called communist societies have 
been compelled to swallow' him, and 
they sniff at charity as we know’ it as 
“ unscientific.” 
They have substituted for it a sort of 
barracks care for both distress and rec­ 
reation in their society. 
Not many years ago, however, our 
Western charity was still disorganized, 
inequitable 
and 
highly 
competitive. 
Many worthy organizations were poor, 
and some w'ith less extended need had 
abundance. 
Out of this situation grew the United 
Crusades, an attempt to give charity

proportion and continuity. The aim was 
the big annual drive, instead of many 
periodic drives. If there was any stress 
in the general philosophy of the Cru­ 
sades, it related to the family and chil­ 
dren. 
The first Crusades were faltering, and 
were confined to one city. But planned 
distribution was immediately seen to be 
a solution for many hitherto unsolved 
problems in care of the underprivileged. 
The United Crusades soon gained in 
efficiency, and in low unit cost of col­ 
lection and distribution of funds. But 
this success was further expanded when 
it was acknowledged that organization 
for distress went beyond political bound­ 
aries.* Hence in 1955 the whole Bay 
Area community was incorporated in 
one drive and one administration. 
Five counties, including Marin, are 
now in the organization. There is no 
substitute for this administration having 
256 causes in the Bay area. Marin coun­ 
ty does not yet have all the services, but 
they will be added as the county grows. 
Marin Chapter of Red Cross is partici­ 
pating for the first time this year. 
The time has come to give! The house- 
to-house drive begins today and will con­ 
tinue throughout October.

These are findings of small 
loan companies across the na­ 
tion. They deal with some 10 
million families a year for a 
total of about five blilion 
dollars. 
Their reports jibe with the 
findings of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board on the total vol­ 
ume of personal loans, the 
kind made by these compa­ 
nies and by other financial 
firms. The board’s figures put 
personal loans at 7*4 billion 
dollars, almost one billion 
above the total a year ago. 
The National Consumer Fi­ 
nance Assn. queried top men 
in 26 of its member compa­ 
nies in 17 states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia on changes 
in the last few hours. All re­ 
port a shift of emphasis from 
emergency or remedial bor­ 
rowing to 
convenience 
or 
better living borrowing. 
A small loan executive in 
Phoenix. 
Ariz, 
reports 
an 
“ increased use of consumer 
loans for buying goods and 
services to improve living 
standards or to make life 
more satisfying and enjoy­ 
able.” 
In Portsmouth, Va., an ex­ 
ecutive reports 40 per cent of 
the loans are for payments on 
house lots and home appli­ 
ances. In Columbus, Ohio,

PARIS— It takes no great 
journalistic instinct to land in 
Paris when a French govern­ 
ment has fallen and another 
is in process of being patched 
together. 
It can happen any week 
and it is happening now at 
the worst possible time (war 
in Algeria) and under the 
worst possible circumstances 
(runaway prices and a weak 
franc). 
Twenty-three governments 
have gone in and out of the 
revolving door of the Nation­ 
al Assembly since the end of 
the war. One lasted two days, 
another five weeks, another 
six weeks. The life-span of 
only two French governments 
has exceeded one year—and 
then not by much. 


THIS CANT GO on for­ 
ever. It may well be that it 
can’t go on for very much 
of the franc, and at the bleak, 
bitter end of the road . . . 
longer without the gravest 
economic and political con­ 
sequences — a deteriorating 
economy, further devaluation 
resort to some form of au­ 
thoritarian d i c t a t o r s h i p 
whether from the Gaullist 
right or the Communist left. 
This is not an attractive 
sight nor an attractive pros­ 
pect, either for France or for 
Europe or for the free world. 
But it will go away only if 
something adequate is done 
about it in time.

Duck Season 


Oil To Slow 


Start Here 


Duck season opened Satur­ 
day morning in the marshes 
and sloughs of Marin amid 
threats of heavy rain, though 
by nightfall 
many a 
hunter 
packed a bagful of mallards, 
pintails, widgeons, woodducks 
or teel. 
Reports 
from 
local 
duck 
stalkers varied 
from 
bad 
to 
good, depending upon whether 
they hunted elsewhere or local­ 
ly. A consensus indicated me­ 
diocre results—but with a hint 
of pron ise. 
Rain drenched many a Sun­ 
day hunter and high winds dis­ 
couraged many a mallard from 
gathering with decoys In the 
local salt marsh area. 
Hunting in the Sacramento 
Valley was said to be below 
average 
because 
of 
strong 
south winds, but once weather 
conditions permit it is believed 
that limits will Include heavier 
proportions of mallards than 
of pintail or widgeons. 
Enthusiastic nimrods were 
cautioned today by game war­ 
dens of the California Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game to ob­ 
serve the simple 
regulations 
which govern the hunting of 
duck, geese, coots 
and 
galli- 
nules during the 1957-58 sea­ 
son which ends Jan. 14. 
BAG LIMITS 
No one, not even Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight, can possess or 
bag more than nine ducks daily, 
three of which must be widg­ 
eons or pintails. The catch must 
include not more 
than 
one 
woodduck or one Hooded Mer­ 
ganser. 
If the quarry Is geese, 
no 
more than three of the 
dark 
variety may be found In the 
daily limit of six. As many as 
25 coots or gallinules may be 
bagged, wardens said. 
Live decoys, amplified bird 
noises and sinkboxes are pro­ 
hibited, as are automatic load­ 
ing or repeating shotguns cap­ 
able of more than three shells 
or shotgun slugs which may be 
removed with disassembling. 
Shooting may begin one-half 
hour before sunrise and con­ 
tinue until sunset. 
TABOOS 
Sailboats 
under 
sail 
and 
motorboats are also taboo un­ 
less 
fastened 
within or tied 
alongside 
any type of duck- 
blind, although 
these vessels 
may be used to retrieve wound­ 
ed or dead birds. No one may 
shoot from either an airplane 
or an automobile. 
Rifles, pistols, and shotguns 
larger than 10 gauge are not 
allowed, and 10 gauge shotguns 
are prohibited on state-manag­ 
ed waterfowl preserves.

If all the 2,100 young ladies 
aged 7 to 17 in Marin County 


who belong to the Camp Fire 
Girls will excuse me for say­ 
ing so, I have discovered they 
are not perfect young ladies, 
nor do they even strive to be. 
I find that one of the Blue 
Bird wishes (a Blue Bird is a 
very young Camp Fire Girl) is 
“to keep my temper—most of 
the time.” 
Well! Well, having several 
young daughters in my house 


I am not upset by this setting 
of a realistic goal in the good 
behavior department. 
I think 
I would be worried if my Kathy 
and Patricia suddenly became 
around-the-clock angels. 
I have learned others things 
about the Camp Fire Girls pro­ 
gram, as administered by the 
Marin County Council, which 
also are appealing. 


I like the program's stress 
on getting hep to the impor­ 
tance of home and family. 


Now I don’t subscribe to ar­ 
guments that American famil­ 
ies fail to care for their own. 
But I do think we could warm 
the hearthstone together more 
than just at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. And we could cut 
the national social security pro­ 
gram by practicing a little more 
family social security. 
So when the Camp Fire girl 
mothers (and fathers, too) be­ 
come group leaders and advis­ 
ers, and the Camp Fire girls 
learn household tasks and fam­ 
ily courtesy, that appeals to 
me. 


Not that outdoor activities 
are ignored. The Council op­ 
erates a wonderful camp — 
Camp Kilowana — in Napa 
County, and ran three day 
camps this summer in Marin. 
The camp program, by the 
way, Is self-supporting and 


doesn’t drain money from 
the carefully nurtured budg­ 
et for the year-around pro­ 
gram. 
The middel-aged girls, be­ 
sides paying attention to home 
and outdoors, do work in the 
creative arts field, are encour­ 
aged to explore a frontier of 
science, learn a thing or two 
about business, and undertake 
do-it-yourself community proj­ 
ects. 
The high school girls in the 
Camp Fire organization form 
Horizon clubs. Their supervis­ 
ed 
sociai 
activities 
include 
young men. 
The young Blue Birds, as 
I have noted, learn to prac­ 
tice moderation—of temper 
and on the intake of jelly 
beans an dother fine arts. 
The Marin Council, with Miss 
Joan Yulo as executive direc­ 
tor, is rated very high by the 
national office. Marin’s Camp 
Fire Girl membership is about 
equal to its big-city neighbor, 
San Francisco. 
Last year the council’s oper­ 
ating budget was $32.000. Of 
this, $20,600 came from the 
United Crusade. This year, al­ 
though costs are up, the coun­ 
cil is getting by again on about 
$32,000. 
The United Crusade’s con­ 
tribution? That is up to you 
and me.
